Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The present claims are allowable over the closest prior art Lan et al (US 6,232,388) and 
Barbee et al (US 6,384,121) for the following reasons: 

Lan et al discloses intercalated layered materials which are intercalated with an onium 
ion and MXD6 which is prepared from m-xylylenediamine and sebacic acid; however, the 
present claims require that the layered phyllosilicate is intercalated with protonated reaction 
product without prior sorption of an onium ion spacing agent. The instant product-by-process 
limitations clearly provide for a different product over prior art because the onium ion of Lan et 
al remains with the phyllosilicate. 

Barbee et al discloses a polymer/clay nanocomposite comprising a layered material with 
a functionalized oligomer; however, the functionalized oligomer is not "protonated" like claimed 
because the functionalization of Barbee et al's oligomer requires grafting of a functional group 
and not the protonation like claimed. To clearly distinguish the protonation like claimed and the 
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functionalization of Barbee et al, applicant provided a definition of protonation which is the 
addition of a proton and not a functional group. 

Thus, it is clear that the references, taken individually or in combination, do not disclose 
or suggest the claimed invention. 

In light of the above, it is clear that rejections of record are untenable and thus the present 
claims are passed to issue.
